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GENERAL  STATEMENT. 


Purdue  University  is  the  State  Institute  of 
Technology.  It  derives  its  name,  through  legisla- 
tive enactment,  from  John  Purdue,  who  gave  to  the 
State  for  the  use  of  the  institution  one  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  dollars.  It  has  also  received  a 
number  of  gifts  from  other  individuals. 

It  has  an  endowment  fund  of  three  hundred  and 
forty  thousand  dollars,  received  from  the  general 
government,  and  is  further  supported  by  legislative 
appropriations  and  by  the  proceeds  of  annuities 
granted  by  the  general  government. 

Its  nonproductive  plant  is  valued  at  about  nine 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars.  This  includes 
two  hundred  and  forty  acres  of  land,  twenty-three 
buildings,  and  a  most  extensive  equipment,  includ- 
ing laboratories,  shops,  museums,  library  and  read- 
ing rooms. 

The  School  of  Pharmacy  of  Purdue  University 
offers  excellent  training  for  those  who  expect  to 
engage  in  the  retail  drug  business  and  for  those 
who  desire  to  enter  the  laboratory  of  a  manufac- 
turing pharmacist.  The  instruction  also  consti- 
tutes a  good  preparatory  course  for  those  who 
anticipate  attending  a  school  of  medicine. 
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Students  are  engaged  at  the  University  about  six 
hours  each  day.  About  two-thirds  of  this  time 
is  devoted  to  laboratory  work,  and  one-third  to 
lectures  and  recitations.  There  are  neither  lec- 
tures, recitations  nor  ciuizzes  in  the  evening,  that 
time  being  allotted  to  home  study  and  to  prepara- 
tion for  the  ensuing  day's  work.  The  student  has, 
therefore,  no  time  for  clerking  in  a  drug  store,  and 
must  devote  his  undivided  time  and  energy  to  his 
school  work.

SPECIAL   STATEMENT    REGARDING  THE 
PHARMACY  LAW,  AND  THE  RULINGS 
OF  THE  BOARD  OF  PHARMACY^ 


An  act  of  the  Legislature  of  1899  requires  all 
druggists  in  Indiana  to  obtain  a  license.  In  order 
to  secure  such  license  the  applicant  must  (1)  pass 
an  examination — (2)  according  to  the  grade  of 
license  sought,  must  have  had  either  two  or  four 
years'  experience  in  a  drug  store  or  pharmacy. 

Section  3  of  this  act  provides  further  that, 

"In  the  case  of  an  applicant  for  license  as  a  Registered  Phar- 
macist or  as  a  Registered  Assistant  Pharmacist,  who  is  a  gradu- 
ate of  a  school  of  pharmacy  of  such  standing  and  requirements 
as  are  satisfactory  to  the  Board  of  Pharmacy,  the  actual  time 
spent  in  attendance  at  such  school,  shall  be  accepted  as  an 
equivalent  for  a  term  of  service  of  equal  length  in  a  store  or 
pharmacy  where  physicians'  prescriptions  are  compounded." 

The  authorities  of  Purdue  University  are  grati- 
fied to  be  able  to  announce  that  the  Indiana  Board 
of  Pharmacy,  at  its  regular  meeting  held  July  12, 
1899,  had  under  consideration  the  standing  and 
requirements  of  Purdue  School  of  Pharmacy  and 
found  the  same  satisfactory  in  all  respects.  In 
accordance  with  this  decision,  it  agrees,  in  the  case 
of  graduates  of  this  school,  to  accept  the  time  spent 
in  attendance  as  an  equivalent  to  an  equal  time 
spent  in  actual  service  in  a  store  or  pharmacy. 
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On  April  12,  1905,  the  Board  of  Pharmacy 
adopted  the  following  resolutions  regarding  schools 
and  colleges  of  pharmacy : 

Resolved,  That  after  January  1,  1906,  the  privilege  of  count- 
ing time  spent  at  college  as  equivalent  to  an  equal  length  of 
time  in  a  drug  store  shall  be  granted  only  to  graduates  of  such 
school  or  college  as  conforms  to  the  following  standard : 

I.  The  school  or  college  shall  require  that  its  candidates  for 
admission  snow  evidence  of  either  having  completed  the  first 
year  in  a  commissioned  high  school,  or  of  having  completed  an 
equivalent  amount  of  work  in  any  other  school  or  academy. 

II.  Said  school  or  college  shall  require  for  graduation  an 
average  grade  of  not  less  than  75  per  cent. 

III.  The  course  shall  consist  of  at  least  two  school  years  of 
not  less  than  26  weeks  each,  excluding  holidays. 

IV.  During  the  school  years  sufficient  school  work  shall  be 
provided  so  as  to  make  clerking  in  a  store  impracticable. 

Purdue  School  of  Pharmacy  conforms  to  these 
requirements,  and  is,  as  has  been  stated,  recognized 
by  the  Indiana  Board  of  Pharmacy. 


EQUIPMEIMT. 


Laboratories. — These  are  properly  furnished 
with  weighing  tables,  supply  shelves,  and  individ- 
ual working  tables  for  the  accommodation  of  over 
100  students. 

Stores  and  Store  Rooms. — All  apparatus,  drugs 
and  chemicals  used  in  the  laboratory  work  de- 
scribed in  the  succeeding  pages  are  furnished  by 
the  University ;  none  need  be  supplied  by  the  stu- 
dent. To  expedite  the  issuing  of  drugs  and  chem- 
icals there  are  special  store  rooms,  as  follows :  One 
containing  supplies  for  manufacturing  chemistry 
and  pharmacy,  one  for  analytical  chemistry,  one  for 
prescription  work,  and  one  for  supplies  in  pharma- 
cognosy and  microscopy.  The  apparatus  is  kept 
in  a  general  store  room,  and  is  furnished  the  stu- 
dent by  a  ^'storekeeper,"  who  is  always  in  attend- 
ance during  laboratory  hours.  We  believe  that  the 
system  employed  for  the  distribution  of  supplies 
and  apparatus  to  the  students  works  the  highest 
possible  convenience.  Much  of  the  student's  time 
is  saved  thereby. 

Special  Apparatus. — In  addition  to  the  appara- 
tus already  mentioned,  there  is  the  usual  lecture 
table  apparatus  for  lecture  experiments  in  chem- 
istry and  pharmacy.  Also  a  fine  steropticon,  with 
reflectoscope  attachment,  and  special  apparatus  for 
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special  work;  for  instance,  a  Laurent  polariscope, 
a  combustion  furnace,  a  Eureka  tablet  machine,  pill 
coaters,  all  the  modern  suppository  machines,  etc. 

Weighing  Facilities. — For  quantitative  analy- 
sis, there  are  15  fine  analytical  balances— eleven 
Sartorious  short  arm,  sensitive  to  .0001  Gm. ;  two 
Becker's  analytical  balances,  and  two  balances 
made  by  Eimer  &  Amend.  The  prescription  room 
is  Avell  supplied  with  prescription  balances  and  the 
general  laboratories  with  balances  for  less  delicate 
weighing. 

Specimen  Cabinets. — For  the  study  of  pharma- 
cognosy there  are  cabinets  of  over  2,500  specimens 
of  drugs,  chemicals  and  preparations.  These  cab- 
inets are  for  class  work,  and  are  known  as  '^work- 
ing cabinets."  There  is  also  the  Eli  Lilly  &  Co. 
reference  cabinet  of  crude  drugs  (roots,  barks, 
leaves,  flowers,  seeds,  etc.),  as  they  occur  in  the 
drug  market.  Finally  a  collection  of  rare  drugs, 
an  herbarium  of  medicinal  plants,  and  a  collection 
of  minerals.  For  microscopic  pharmacognosy,  and 
for  the  detection  of  adulteration  in  drugs,  there  are 
microscopes,  and  appliances  for  section  cutting, 
mounting  and  similar  work. 

Books  and  Refeeences. — The  leading  pharma- 
ceutical journals  are  kept  on  file,  accessible  to  the 
student.  Students  also  have  access,  under  certain 
restrictions,  to  the  standard  reference  books  on 
materia  medica,  chemistry  and  pharmacy.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  THE  REQUIRED  SUBJECTS. 


FIRST  YEAR. 


/.  Pharmacy. 


Class  Work,  lOJf  Hours. 


(a.)  Lectures  and  recitations  on  systems  of  weight  and 
measure,  specific  gravitj^  and  its  practical  utility  ;  on  heat,  its 
generation,  its  measurement,  and  its  use  in  pharmacy. 

There  will  also  be  lectures  and  recitations  on  the  various 
processes  and  manipulations  which  find  application  in  pharma- 
ceutical practice :  as  comminution,  solution,  filtration,  evap- 
oration, precipitation,  crystallization,  percolation,  etc.,  etc.  The 
working  formulas  for  the  manufacture  of  pharmaceutical  prep- 
arations will  be  given  ;  the  various  methods  will  be  criticised 
and  the  merits  and  demerits  of  each  i^ointed  out  to  the  student. 

(&.)  The  official,  and  the  important  unofl[icial  galenical 
preparations  will  be  subjected  to  systematic  study.  Special  at- 
tention will  be  given  to  the  chemistry  involved. 

(c.)  The  composition  of  the  more  important  galenical  prep- 
arations and  composite  medicines  will  be  studied. 

(d.)  A  practical  course  in  'pharmaceutical  arithmetic  will 
be  given.  Calculations  which  find  application  in  practical 
pharmacy,  in  manufacturing,  and  in  analytical  work,  will  be 
taught. 


In  the  laboratory  each  student  will  make,  independently, 
though  under  the  personal  supervision  of  the  instructor,  the  fol- 
lowing preparations  :

This,  like  all  the  laboratory  work  in  the  course,  is  obligatory ; 
but  students  who  have  had  much  exxoerience  and  have  acquired 
special  skill  in  manufacturing  will  be  excused  from  part  or  all 
of  the  above  and  provided  with  advanced  work. 

2.  Inorganic  Chemistry, 

Class  and  Lahoratory  Work,  155  Hours. 

{a.)  Nomenclature  and  Notation.  Students  learn  thorough- 
ly the  scientific  names  and  the  symbols  of  the  more  important 
chemical  elements,  and  the  scientific  names  and  chemical  formu- 
Ije  of  various  inorganic  compounds,  such  as  hydroxides,  oxides, 
acids,  salts  and  anhydrids. 

(6.)    Recitations  on  General  Inorganic  Chemistry. 

(c.)     Laboratory  work  in  Experimental  Chemistry. 

3,  Organic  Cliemistry. 

Class  Work,  95  Hours. 

Recitations  on  General  Organic  Chemistry.  A  study  is  made 
of  the  classification  of  organic  compounds,  their  scientific 
names,  and  their  molecular  and  graphic  formulae. 
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4.  Inorganic  Qualitative  Analysis. 

Class  and  Laboratory  Work,  226  Hours. 

A  study  is  made  of  rules  on  precipitation  and  on  solubility. 
These  rules  are  of  great  value,  not  merely  in  analytical  work, 
but  also  in  prescription  work,  where  they  aid  the  student  in  the 
study  of  the  incompatibilities  of  inorganic  substances.  The 
general  processes  for  the  detection  of  acids  and  bases  are  studied 
by  the  student.  He  is  also  taught  to  write  the  equation  for 
each  chemical  reaction. 

In  the  laboratory  the  student  verifies  the  rules  on  precipita- 
tion and  solubility ;  he  becomes  thoroughly  familiar  with  the 
chemical  behavior  of  the  various  acids  and  bases  ;  he  repeatedly 
works  through  a  scheme  of  separation  and  identification  of  the 
acids  and  bases  ;  he  then  subjects  individual  unknowns  (mix- 
tures of  chemical  compounds)  to  a  qualitative  examination,  and 
reports  his  results  to  the  instructor. 

5.  Organic  Qualitative  Analysis. 

Glass  and  Laboratory  Work,  135  Hours, 

Lectures  and  laboratory  work  on  the  identification  of  the 
more  important  organic  compounds. 

6.  Materia  Medica, 

Glass  and  Laboratory  Work,  I40  Hours, 

Recitations  on  official  and  unofficial  medicines.  A  thorough 
drill  is  given  on  Latin  and  English  names,  in  doses,  and  in 
*'part  used."  History  and  habitat  are  given  whenever  of  prac- 
tical importance.  Instruction  is  given  in  the  therapeutic  terms 
used  in  materia  medica. 

The  student  will  be  taught  to  identify  crude  vegetable  and 
animal  drugs  by  physical  characteristics — appearance,  taste, 
and  color. 
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7,  Botany. 

Class  and  Laboratory  Work,  32  Hours. 

(a.)  Lectures:  Treating  of  the  erabryo,  germination  with 
its  conditions  and  phenomena,  structure,  and  functions  of  the 
parts  of  the  plant  body,  assimilation,  respiration,  growth,  irri- 
tability, movements,  and  fertilization. 

(&.)  Laboratory  Work:  A  general  study  of  the  parts  of 
the  plant,  and  of  plant  families. 

(c.)  Laboratory  work  in  which  the  student  learns  to  iden- 
tify and  collect  medicinal  plants  growing  in  this  vicinity,  mak- 
ing frequent  trips  to  the  surrounding  country  for  this  purpose. 


SECOND  YEAR* 

5.  Pharmacy. 

Class  Work,  /j/  Hours. 

Lectures  and  recitations  on  processes  of  preparation,  in;::^uri- 
ties,  and  adulteration  of  chemical  and  pharmaceutical  sub- 
stances, with  special  reference  to  the  manufacturing  in  the 
small  way,  as  in  the  drug  store. 

At  the  end  of  this  subject  examinations  are  given  on  the- 
Pharmacy  of  the  first  and  second  years,  and  in  Prescription 
Work. 

Laboratory  Work,  225  Hours. 
Each  student  will  make  the  following : 

(a.)  Inorganic  Preparations.  Crystallized  sodium  carbon- 
ate (from  soda  ash),  sodium  benzoate,  sodium  iodide,  sodium 
bromide,  sodium  hydrate,  sodium  sulphite,  sodium  phosphate, 
sodium  chlorate,  sulphurated  potassa,  potassium  acetate,  copper 
sulphate,  magnesium  carbonate  (light),  magnesium  carbonate 
(heavy),  precipitated  calcium  phosphate,  zinc  chloride,  red  mer- 
curic iodide,  yellow  mercuric  oxide,  red  mercuric  oxide,  mercuric 
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chloride,  merciirous  chloride,  mercuric  subsiilphate,  nitrogen 
monoxide,  nitric  acid,  ammonia  water,  chromic  anhydride,  pre- 
cipitated sulphur,  hydrochloric  acid,  chlorine  water,  solution  of 
chlorinated  soda,  dilute  hydrobromic  acid. 

(b.)  Organic  Preparations.  Methane,  chloroform,  iodoform, 
alcohol  (by  fermentation),  absolute  alcohol,  ether,  ethyl  acetate, 
potassium  cyanide,  hydrocyanic  acid,  oleic  acid,  soap,  glycerin, 
ethylene  bromide,  acetylene,  benzene  (by  distillation  from  crude 
benzole),  nitrobenzene,  aniline,  sodium  phenol-sulphonate,  picric 
acid,  benzoic  acid. 

(c.)  Elegant  Pharmaceuticals.  Official  and  national  formu- 
lary preparations,  such  as  sj^rup  of  ferrous  iodide,  syrup  of 
hydriodic  acid,  compound  syrup  of  hypophosphites,  syrup  of 
white  pine  expectorant,  elixir  of  iron,  quinine  and  strychnine, 
of  pepsin,  bismuth  and  strychnine,  granular  effervescent  salts, 
scale  salts  of  iron,  etc.  Also  certain  toilet  preparations  which 
can  be  profitably  manufactured  in  the  store. 

P.    Prescript f on  Work, 

Class  Work,  JfO  Hours. 

(a.)  Lectures  in  prescription  reading,  including  Latin  term- 
inology, pharmaceutical  nomenclature,  and  Latin  phra^ses.  There 
will  also  be  class  drills  in  reading  prescriptions,  for  which  pur- 
pose an  extensive  collection  of  lantern  views  for  facsimile  pre- 
scriptions has  been  made.  In  addition,  the  students  have  the 
use  of  thousands  of  prescriptions  taken  from  the  files  of  drug 
stores.  This  collection  represents  the  prescription  work  of  the 
principal  cities  of  our  State. 

(6.)     Lectures  and  recitations  on  incompatibilities. 

Special  attention  is  paid  throughout  the  year  to  doses,  solu- 
bility of  chemicals,  and  to  the  composition  of  pharmaceutical 
preparations. 
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Laboratory  Work,  80  Hours. 

In  the  dispensing  laboratory,  students  experiment  with  incom- 
patible mixtures,  thereby  becoming  familiar  with  the  difficulties 
commonly  met  with  at  the  prescrii^tion  counter,  and  learning 
how  best  to  overcome  them.  Numerous  prescriptions  taken 
from  the  files  of  drug  stores,  besides  many  typical  ones  fur- 
nished by  the  instructor,  are  filled  by  the  students. 

The  acquisition  of  manipulative  skill — skill  in  measuring, 
weighing,  powder  folding,  pill  rolling,  capsule  filling,  etc. — con- 
stitutes a  prominent  feature  of  this  work.

Class  Work,  70  Hours. 

11.  Organic  Pharmaceutical  Chemistry. 

Glass  Work,  65  Hours. 

In  these  two  subjects  recitations  are  conducted  on  the  inor- 
ganic and  organic  chemicals  of  the  U.  S.  Pharmacopoeia.  Spe- 
cial attention  is  given  to  source,  manufacture,  permanence, 
impurities,  industrial  uses,  and  official  standards. 

12.  Materia  Medlca. 

Glass  Work,  108  Hours. 

Lectures  and  recitations.  This  subject  includes  all  the  offi- 
cial and  many  unofficial  substances  used  in  medical  practice ; 
inorganic  and  organic  chemicals,  natural  products  and  crude 
drugs. 

A  study  is  made  of  their  sources,  Latin  and  English  names, 
physical  and  chemical  properties,  compounds  or  preparations, 
medical  action  and  use,  antidote  and  dose.  In  case  of  crude 
drugs,  the  part  used,  active  constituents,  the  geographic  source, 
and  adulterations  are  also  given  attention. 

At  the  end  of  this  subject  examinations  are  given  on  the 
Materia  Medica  pf  the  first  and  second  years.

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13.  Recognition, 

Laboratory  Work,  54  Hours. 

The  student  will  be  taught  to  identify  chemicals  by  physical 
characteristics — appearance,  taste,  and  color. 

LAW  LECTURES. 

These  are  divided  into  two  groups  : 

(a.)  Dealing  with  checks,  drafts,  notes,  mortgages,  mechan- 
ics' liens,  partnership,  corporations,  bankruptcy,  leases,  etc. 

(6.)  Dealing  with  pharmaceutical  legislation  and  with  the 
special  legal  responsibilities  of  the  pharmacist. 

COMMERCIAL  PHARMACY. 

During  tlie  school  year  there  will  be  given  a  series  of  lectures 
on  topics  pertaining  to  commercial  pharmacy.  Some  of  these 
lectures  will  be  given  by  members  of  the  faculty ;  others  by 
specialists  and  by  successful  business  men. 

While  the  primary  object  of  this  school  is  to  give  training  in 
scientific  pharmacy,  the  fact  that  the  modern  pharmacist  must 
be  a  business  man  is  not  lost  sight  of,  and  a  special  elfort  is 
made  to  prepare  the  student  for  a  successful  career.

Purdue  University  is  a  State  institution  ;  therefore,  the  trus- 
tees grant  free  tuition  to  all  students  who  enter  from  Indiana.

GRADUATE  COURSE. 


The  instruction  here  offered  extends  over  one  j^ear,  and  is 
open  to  graduates  of  the  School  of  Pharmacy.  No  degree  is 
given.  No  fees  are  charged.  A  breakage  deposit  of  $10.00  is 
required. 

Analytical  Chemistry. 

Recitations  and  laboratory  work  in  quantitative  analj^sis, 
gravimetric  and  volumetric  ;  practical  laboratory  work  in  tox- 
icology, the  study  of  poi.sons ;  pharmaceutical  analysis,  the 
assay  of  such  drugs  as  opium,  cinchona,  and  belladonna  ;  and 
the  chemical  examination  of  such  official  substances  as  carbolic 
acid,  oil  of  lemon,  and  sweet  spirit  of  nitre.  Laboratory  prac- 
tice is  also  given  in  the  chemical  analysis  of  foods. 

Physiological  Chemistry. 

Recitations  on  fats,  carbohydrates,  and  proteids ;  on  the 
chemistry  of  foods,  and  on  the  chemistry  of  digestion.  A 
study  is  made  of  the  National  Formulary  and  U.  S.  P.  sub- 
stances and  preparations  in  which  digestive  ferments  occur. 
Laboratory  practice  is  given  in  the  chemical  and  microscopical 
analj'sis  of  urine. 

Pharmaceutical  Literature. 

A  systematic  course  of  reading  and  study  of  pharmaceutical 
journals. 

Diseases. 

Recitations  and  lectures  on  diseases  and  accidents.  Special 
attention  is  paid  to  instruction  in  emergency  treatment  so  as  to 
enable  the  druggist  to  render  proper  assistance  until  the  physi- 
cian arrives. 
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Microscopic  Analysis  of  Foods  and  Drugs, 

(a.)  General  microscopic  technique:  Practice  is  had  in  sec- 
tion cutting,  staining,  and  mounting. 

(6.)  Microscopic  analysis:  Examinations  are  made  of  the 
following :  Rhubarb,  beeswax,  lupulin,  lycopodium,  acacia,  elm, 
mustard,  pomegranate,  gamboge,  kamala,  senna,  saffron,  lac- 
tucarium,  pepper,  capsicum,  ginger,  allspice,  cloves,  cinnamon, 
mace  and  nutmeg,  quillaja,  quassia,  digitalis,  cinchona,  po- 
dophyllum, belladonna. 

Bacteriology, 

A  general  course,  utilizing  the  modern  methods  of  culture  for 
the  study  of  bacteria,  and  bearing  particularly  upon  bacterio- 
logical examination  of  water,  sewage,  ice,  air,  soil,  milk,  but- 
ter, etc.,  and  the  application  of  such  results  in  the  solution  of 
modern  sanitary  problems. 

Study  is  made  of  the  more  important  pathogenic  bacteria. 


ASSISTANTS'  COURSE. 


The  instruction  here  given  affords  a  preparation  for  those 
who  de.sire  to  become  Registered  Assistant  Pharmacists  in  the 
State  of  Indiana. 

The  course  begins  Wednesday,  September  10,  1907,  and  ends 
Saturday,  December  21,  1907. 

The  work  of  this  course  includes  the  subjects  given  in  the 
first  three  months  of  Course  I.  The  standards  of  scholarship 
in  these  two  courses  will  be  the  same. 

Students  completing  the  assistants'  course,  and  returning 
to  the  University  at  some  future  time,  will  be  given  credit 
for  the  subjects  included  in  the  assistants'  course. 


Candidate  for  admission  must  show  evidence  either  of  hav- 
ing completed  the  first  year  in  a  commissioned  high  school,  or 
of  having  completed  an  equivalent  amount  of  work  in  any  other 
school  or  academy.

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COURSE  OF  STUDY. 


Pharmacy. 

(a.)  Lectures  and  recitations  on  systems  of  weight  and 
measure,  specific  gravity  and  its  practical  utility  ;  on  heat,  its 
generation,  its  measurement  and  its  use  in  pharmacy. 

There  will  also  be  lectures  and  recitations  on  the  various 
processes  and  manipulations  w^hich  find  application  in  pharma- 
ceutical practice :  as  comminution,  solution,  filtration,  evap- 
oration, precipitation,  crystallization,  percolation,  etc*,  etc.  The 
working  formulas  for  the  manufacture  of  pharmaceutical  prep- 
arations will  be  given  ;  the  various  methods  will  be  criticised 
and  the  merits  and  demerits  of  each  pointed  out  to  the  student. 

(&.)  The  official,  and  the  important  unofficial  galenical 
preparations  will  be  subjected  to  systematic  study.  Special 
attention  will  be  given  to  the  chemistry  involved. 

(c.)  The  composition  of  the  more  important"  galenical  prep- 
arations and  composite  medicines  will  be  studied. 

(d.)  A  practical  course  in  pharmaceutical  arithmetic  will 
be  given.  Calculations  which  find  application  in  practical 
pharmacy,  in  manufacturing,  and  in  analytical  work,  will  be 
taught. 

(c.)  In  the  laboratory  each  student  will  make  pharma- 
copoeial  preparations. 

Chemistry. 

(a.).  Nomenclature  and  Notation.  Students  learn  thor- 
oughly the  scientific  names  and  the  symbols  of  the  more  impor- 
tant chemical  elements,  and  the  scientific  names  and  chemical 
formulae  of  various  inorganic  compounds,  such  as  hydroxides, 
oxides,  acids,  salts  and  anhydrids. 

(b.)     Recitations  on  General  Inorganic  Chemistry. 

(c. )    Laboratory  work  in  experimental  Chemistry. 
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Materia  Medica. 

Recitations  on  official  medicines.  A  thorough  drill  is  given 
on  Latin  and  English  names  in  doses,  and  in  the  "part  used.'' 
History  and  habitat  are  given  whenever  of  practical  impor- 
tance. 

The  student  will  be  taught  to  identify  crude  vegetable  and 
animal  drugs  by  physical  characteristics — appearance,  taste, 
and  color.
